If Agreement Fails Larger 


Navy Group May Force

Washington — Although it is too 


early to know whether an agreement 
can be'reached at Geneva to limit nav- 
al construction, members of congress 
are aware that what happens in the- 
present conference abroad will vitally 
influence the course of legislation here 
December. 


President Coolidge lost control of his 


own party in congress on the naval is- 
sue and while he did not fail altogeth- 


P^.. 
er, he did not succeed in keeping con- 
gress from voting larger expenditures 
than he recommended. The retention 
of the budget in the next' congress re- 
quires that the naval 
expansionists 


shall not be able to over-ride the exec- 
utive recommendations. The president 
feels that a cut in taxes should be ap- 
plied and that the country'must be 
persuaded to. economize still further 
on naval building. The 
Mississippi 


flood has added an unexpected item to 
the list that must be considered. So 


, if the Geneva conference fails, it is 


not improbable that. the larger navy 
group in congress will be- able to knock 
the executive budget into a cocked hat 
so far as the navy is concerned. 


IX NEED OF ECONOMY

vessels than is. the United' States. 


With the world movement 
toward 


peace growing stronger, in the- opin- 
ion of the president, the reduction of 
armament, will be an evidence of great- 
er confidence in goodwill and the rule 
of reason in settling international dis- 
putes. Immediately, after, the confer^ 
ence of 1921-22 there developed an era 
of goo.d feeling between the. United 
States and Japan which continued un- 
til congress revived old scores by pass- 
ing an immigration bill with an objec- 
tionably worded clause. 


The earthquake gave Japan - a seri- 


ous economic situation with which her 
people are still struggling so that so 
far as arming against Japan for pos- 
sible emergencies the United States 
government feels that contingencies of 
conflict of this kind are even more re- 
mote than ever before. Relations be- 
tween the United States and Great 
Britain are better than th'ey have been 
in the present generation. Why-then. 
American officials are saying, should 
large navies be maintained by. Japan, 
Great Britain and the United States, 
virtually against each other? By pre- 
serving the 5-5-3 principle adopted as 
a basis of calculation in the Washing- 
ton conference by the three big naval 
powers, the hope is that an agree- 
ment may be reached. The naval ex- 
perts will debate 
at length perhaps 


what 5-5-3 really means as applied to 
definite classes of ships and ir. the end 
the diplomats may have to settle the 
question, but the conference has open- 
ed under circumstances that indicate 
a trill to agree, which after all is the 
important.factor at this stage of the 
proceedings.

.Houston, Texas— M3) —Thirty-five 
long, term white convicts who escaped 
from the Ferguson State prison farm 
near Madisonvillc, SO. miles north of 
here, at midnight Tuesday night, were 
believed to have been surrounded Wed-' 
nesday morning in the densely wooded 
Trinity river valley, near their camp. 


Guards' from the prison camp were 


reinforced by volunteers .from- all sec- 
tions of Madison-co, called by farm au- 
thorities to assist in the man hunt. 
Most .of the prisoners were .serving 
long terms. Many were described as 
desperate characters. 


FEAR WIRES CUT 


AH efforts, to communicate with the 


farm by telephone failed, indicating 
the convicts cut all wires. So far as 
could be learned no one was injured 
in the break. 


Prison.officials said they anticipated 


little difficulty in capturing the men. 
They declared the dogs would be able 
to trail'the prisoners and that with 
the large force of guards and volun- 
teers available it was only a.question 
of starving the fugitives into surren- 
der. 


A messenger from the farm toir. po- 


lice here that the fugitives were un- 
armed. He said they sawed through 
the side cf their bunk house without 
attracting .attention.

tentiary authorities Wednesday order- 
ed the "hunger cure" treatment con- 
tinued for the 32S convicts, who barri- 
caded themselves in the prison coal 
mino shortly before noon Tuesday as 
a protest against refusal of a cigarct 
issue. 


While officials expressed regret that 


lh« U guards held Jn the mine by the 
strikers would also suffer from hun- 
ger, they scouted fears of relatives 
that the guards would be injured or 
molested In any way. The mutineers 
neared the flrst 24 hours of self-im- 
prisonment early Wednesday. 


Inspired by the success of their 


companions in overpowering the mine 
guards and blocking the shaft at the 
720 fool level shortly before noon 
Tuesday, several prisoners in B. Cell 
house Tursday night started a riot. 
Although 
they overpowered their 


guards and locked them up. the con- 
victs quickly surrendered when extra 
guards appeared with riot guns and 
Deputy Warden R. H. Hudspeth open- 
ed fire on them with a pistol. Leaders 
in the fight hastened to admit guards 
and to free those locked in cells. 


Tho mine -was believed to have been 


captured without bloodshed, though 


J. E. Thomas, a guard, was stabbed 
in the cell house brawl. When order 
was restored nine prios-ncrs had been 
thrown into solitary confinement while 
the electric lights in the mine were 
turned off. leaving a dungeon lighted 
only by miners lamps for which a li- 
mited supply of fuel was available. 


Reports also were current that had 


the break been successful the men 
would have set firo to the twine fac- 
tory in the hope they could free the 
miners and escape during the confus- 
ion.

Oflicers were concerned as to the fate 


of mules in the mine. They feared the 
men might butcher them for food as 
they threatened to do in previous. 
strikes.

action. 


Eventually all -of the ejectment pro- 
ceedings were carried to the superior 
court by the union. The court will not 
convene until fall and- a decision may 
not be handed down for some time 
after the session begins.

more boxes on the, same circuit are 
pulled that one report will automa- 
tically be cancelled until the other, is 
recorded and when this is done the 
:ancelled call will come in older. 


This feature alone is a distinct ad- 


vantage over the old type of box. Chief, 
McGillan explained, who said that 
when two of the old boxes are simul- 
taneously pulled the leports come in 
at the same time and considerable 
confusion results at the switchboard. 
This means -costly delays and 
re- 


sultant loss of property. 


The faulty mechanism of the old 


boxes makes them practically useless 
in especially cold or warm weather. 
Chief McGillan. explained, as duiing 
these periods the boxes never complete 
their dispatches and leave the cir- 
cuits open with the result that all 
boxes on the same circuit are thrown 
out.

NEW ENGLAND SUPPORTS ST. 


LAWRENCE SEAWAY 


With the unanimous and unqualified 


indorsement of the St. Lawrence seaway 
by New England, all further opposition 
to this great project ought to subside and 
negotiations for its construction hasten- 
ed. A committee of businessmen, finan- 
ciers, economists 
and 
engineers from 


Massachusetts. Xcw Hampshire. Rhode 
Island. Vermont. Maine and Connect- 
icut have been for many months study- 
ing the question of providing an outlet 
from the Great Lakes to the sea and it 
has concluded that the ' St. Lawrence 
waterway is the only feasible method. It 
discards the ail-American route through 
Xew York as wholly impractical from an 
engineering as well as a financial stand- 
point. It says the Xew York route would 
cost four or five times as much to con- 
struct, would require more than twice the 
number of locks, would contain five times 
as many bridges and would add 625 miles 
of travel. It furthermore estimates that 
the operation of the Xew York canal 
would entail an annual deficit of several 
million dollars, and in addition would 
possess no compensating advantages in 
the form of power development such as 
obtains in the case of the St. Lawrence 
rcute. 


Taking up the military aspects of the 


canal, the committee expresses indigna- 
tion at the suggestion that this country 
•would even consider the construction-o£ a 
canal in competition with the St. Law- 
rence waterway for "patriotic reasons." 
It holds there is nothing in our relations 
with Canada, either past or prospective, 
that would justify the building of an all- 
American canal as a protective measure. 
It says that if the thought behind the ar- 
gument for an all-American waterway 
contemplates the possibility of a future 
conflict between the United States and 
Canada, it constitutes "an unwarranted 
affront to a friendly neighbor and highly 
valued and esteemed commercial ally." 
Indeed, the committee would prefer to 
drop the entire proposal than to engage

against our neighbor on the north/' 


The committee takes a broad and na- 


tional view of the undertaking when it 
appeals to the government at Washing- 
ton for immediate action and to the entire 
country for support in behalf of mid- 
continent agriculture and industry.

GALLBLADDER TROtBLE 


I Just hate to call i. discnso or an illness "trou 


b!e," but if I use any other term some one is MIIC 
to say I am too technical for plain people to under- 
stand. Everybody knows what trouble menus jet 
•wo had better let Dr. Webster define It. Trouble 
mcanb 
disorder, disturbance, agitation, inconven- 


ience. That's the reason I hate the term as applied 
to disease. 
It immediately suggests quibbling, 


dodging, evading, hedging. Have you chronic in- 
flammation of the gallsac—cholccysitis? If so, >ou 
probably have "stomach trouble." You s>ee how it 
iroes. This trick word, trouble, is much too handy 
tor the plain auack and the lazy or incompetent 
regular physician. "Kidney trouble" is notoriously 
Indicative of almost anything else than disease of 
the kidney. "Liver trouble" is all in the morbid 
imagination of the victim, nine times out rt 10. 
'Nervous, trouble" is jus>t a polite way of saying 
God knows what as a general rule. Still, it is 
just as well to call >our illness trouble as it is to 
call it complaint, disturbance, disorder or condition 
—all of these terms as apnlied to illness arc evasive. 
If you don't know just what is the matter, why not 
say so and have done with it? That is, if you're the 
patient. Of course if you're the doctor, it is bad 
business to admit you don't know what the matter 
it, you must always opine it is some kind of trouble. 


Dr. John B. Deavor and Dr. Edward L. Bortz have 


recently made a remarkable report to the profession 
on their study of 903 patients with gall-bladder dis- 
ease in the surgical service of a hospital. Of these. 
605 were female, 298 were male. More than half of 
the patients had calculi—gallstones (452 cases). In 
438 cases the disease was chronic gallbladder in- 
flammation (cholccysitis) without calculi. 
In the 


series were included 13 cases' of carcinoma (cancer) 
of the gallbladder. 


Of 
the 
patients with -gallstones. 149 had acute 


symptoms when admitted to the hospital. Of the pa- 
tients without gallstones. 99 had sue hsymptoms 
when admitted .In both forms of gallbladder dis- 
ease the acute symptoms were alike—fever, tender- 
ness, a mass in the upper right abdomen, rigidity 
of the belly muscles over the gallbladder, and per- 
laps leucocytosis (increase in the number of white 
>Iood corpuscles or scavenger cells). 


Before we go further we must be sure to dis- 


tinguish the gallbladder or gallsac from the urinary 
bladder—these are often confused in the popular 
mind for the reason that calculi or stones may be 
>resent in the urinary tract as well as in the bile 
ract. though of course the two systems and their 
diseases have nothing in common. The gallbladder is 
a. little bulb like a perfume spray bulb at the end 
of a short tube, the cystic duct, which joins the bile 
canal from the liver (hepatic diet) to form the com- 
mon bile duct that carries the bile into the small in- 
testine (duodenum) a few inches beyond the stom- 
ach. The gallbladder lies under the edge of the low- 
er right ribs. Xo one with an elementary knowledge 
of the bile apparatus can for a moment seriously 
magine large doses of oil with chasers of alkalis 
or salts, reaching the gallbladder "to "dissolve" gall- 
stones. But plenty of goofs buy such nostrums.

capitalize or commercialize his great 
feat, but as he stepped onto American 
soil he- found that he was almost as 
lonely in this respect us when he flew 
to Paris. 


The fact that the Bostofflce depart- 


ment and the War department stretch- 
ed a point to increase revenues and 
recruiting respectively is nothing to 
become indignant about, but 
Lind- 


bergh's own attitude toward 'personal 
gain is in contrast. Everyone 
had 


something to gain but him. 


It was interesting to note that the 


army's plan to dress Lindy up in an 
army uniform for th'« reception and 
medal-pinning flopped completely, no 
logical explanation being available ex- 
cept that Lindy turned down flatly 
•those who would have posed him as a 
military man. The yoting fellow's fa- 
ther was no militarist and neither is 
Lindbergh, despite brief hitches with 
the officers' training carps and the na- 
tional guard, but the army had pasted 
his picture on every recruttins poster
